—

Will Be Built as Soon as Right-

of-Way Is Secured.

An Oregon City dispatch 10 the Port-
land Journal is devoted to criticism of
Fish Warden Van Dusen for his alleg-
ed fallure to hasten construction of the

Jish ladder at Willumette fails, It s
olaimed that Mr. Van Dusen hes not
been showing the proper Interest in the
matter and that the delay In the work
will cause its postponement for another
year.

__rllr. V2K Dusen wias asked yesterday
poout the matter. He said that the
fisheries department was getting things
in shape as rapldly ns possible, and
that the delay In commencing work
was due to the inability to sooner se-
cure the necessary right- of-way. The
[Eland on which the fishway Is to be
built belongs to the General Eleotrie
Company, which has signified its inten-
tion of granting the right to the state
Of courss, the right could be secured
through condemnation proceedings, but
this would be an expmsive and unsatis-
factory wethod to pursue,

At the present time the attorney for
the company is In S8an Francleco, and
until he returns it will not he possible
to sacure the right, However, Mr. Van
Dusen expects to award the contract
durlng the coming weak. The lowest
bldder for the work was Emest P,
Rands of Oregon City whose price ls
§2600, writes that he will b2 able to
complete the work in @ days if weath-
er conditions are favorable. There has
heen no unneceseary delay In this mat-
ter, and the statement (rom Oregon
Clty to the contrary Is an incorrect ons,
